London, Oct, 9—It is understood 
that Turkey's appeal to the powers 
is an endeavor to ascertain the terms 
on which Italy is willing to conclude} 
peace and that pending the outcome 
of these pour parlers, the decree of 
expulsion will be withheld. It is stat- 
ed from Constaninople that Envot 
Bey is not going to Tripoli as was 
supposed to organize an attack upon 
the Italians, but that he will return to 
his post in Berlin where he is mili- 
tary attache of the Turkish embassy. 

This indicates that the Turkish 
government is desirous of peace, but 
there is little hope that any practical 
basis for the negotiations can be 
found, as the porte insists upon the| 
maintenance of the suzeranity in Tri- | 
poli, In the event of failure in the! 
negotiations according to a Solonika} 
dispatch Turkey will expel the Ital- 
ians and impose a general tariff of 100; 
per cent. on all Itallan goods. If | 
these threats are put into execution, 
Italy probably will carry the war into 
European and Asiatic Turkey

Home, Oct. 9—Friends of Rechid 


Pasha, explain that his refusal to ac- 
cept the portfolio of foreign affairs 
in the new Turkish cabinet was due 
to a disugreement with his colledgues 
over a program which he submitted 
as a basis tor a settlement with Italy 
He was convinced that the only pos- 
sible way in which Turkey could save 
anything now was to cede Tripoli to 
Italy, 

Demonstrations were made in honor 
of King Victor Emmanuel as he proe 
ceeded from San Rossore tu Naples 
fur a farewell to the troups embarking 
for Tripoli, Although his majesty was 
badly in need of rest, he was last 
night compelled to appear repeatedly. 
Most of the bishops have directed the 
clergy to urge their congregations to 
pray for the success of the Italian 
army. 

It is underetood here that the pow~ 
ers will make representations at Con- 
stantinouple notifying Turkey that 
Italy has agreed to limit the war to 
Tripoli, This principle, however, will 
be abandoned if the Othoman g0V~ 
ernment is unable to restrain excesses 
against Italy on ‘Turkish territory and 
tlius force Italy to carry the war into 
other provinces of the Turkish em- 
pire for the direct protection of her 
subjects and @eir interqsts which 
Germany coula not safeguard without 
using force,

SOUTHERN ITALY IS 
CHOLERA: STRICKEN 


| Ravages of Plague in Sicily Have Been 
Kept Secret by Govername 
hibition Han Been a Failure, 
Goverament Inaugurates Vigorous 
| Educational Polley. 


Rome, Oct. 8—-The tragedy of Verbi- 
| caro has had the effect of the definitely 
lifting the veil of silence that has been 
drawn over the subject of the cholera 
in Italy throughout the year, But it 
has done more than that. It has drawn 
more attention during the last few 
| weeks to the conditions of life in a 
great part of Southern Italy than has 
been done, by all the articles written 
, On the subject during the last ten years 
| It has been well known that the 
| “brutto male” (cholera) hag been in ex. 
istence on the mainland and tn Sicily 
for at least three months, but Italians 
have been content to follow the lead 
of their Government and say noth'ng 
about it, hoping that it would soon be 
stamped out, and fearing that a public 
| acknowledgment of the truth wou:d 
jeopardize the success of the exhibition.

STOP COMPETITION 


Wil Sell Lumber in Future from Cen- 
tral Office in Calzary—Will Throw | 


a large Number of Travellers Out | 
of Business, 


Calgary, Oct. 9—VFar-reaching 
changes were decided on at the con- 
ference held in Calgary over the, 
week-end by the members of the 
Coast and Mountain Lumbermen's As- | 
sociation. It was decided among the 
members that they would close down | 
a large number of their mills this. 
coming season, and in some of the | 
mountain mills, not a wheel will turn; 
until 1918, Horses are to be sold off, 
the camps will be abandoned and gen- 
erally the lumber men will mark time 
for about a year. Another important 
change which was agreed upon was 
that the lumber which is at present 
in stock at the various mills will be 
sold through an office, to be located 
in Calgary. Possibly the mountain 
and coast Association will have separ- 
ateaitices; tut there wil not be more 
than. two selling agencies at the out- 
Fide, 

Tt is eaid that the dealers and mills 
are all pretty well stocked and the 
idea in selling through one office is 
that the mills will get cleaned out of 
their surplus lines. As the business 
has been conducted for the past yeer, 
there has ben some cutting in prices, | 
If a mill had a large stock of one par- 
ticular line on hand, it would tell its 
travellers to make a cut of from $1 
to $8 a thousand on this particuar ar- 
ticle. Under the present arrangement, ; 
all competition is to be removed, The 
dealers can only buy from the head 
office in Calgary and only at one 
price. The effect of the new arrange- 
ment will also be to bring all the 
mills into the association. 

It can easily be seen that independ- ' 
ent owners will not have any change 
against the menrbers of the associa- 
tion, which would put fhe lumber in 
at a cut price, and put the independ- | 
ent man out of business, The trade 
for the past year has peen somewhat 
annoyed by the encroachments of ae | 
American mills, It was decided at the 
meeting Saturday that the association | 
would meet a!l cuts that the Ameri- | 
cans might make, and put them out} 
of business at all costs, In the mean- 
time, an effort will be made to have 
the Government put a duty on Amer- 
jean lumber that would = give them 
protection in the rough lines of lum: 
ber, in which they have to meet the 
keenest competition at present, As a 
result of the placing the lumber from | 
one office alone, there will be nearly 
200 lumber travellers out of employ- 
ment, The individual salesmen that 
the mills had on the road will now be 
out of employment as it 1s anticipated 
that through the new arrangements, 
probably a dozen travellers will be 
able to handle all the orders. 

Those in close touch with the lum- 
ber business say that there is not 
likely to be any advance in the prices 
of lumber until nex: spring at least. 
It is not known whether there will be 
even then, but it is reasonable’ to
